To  Tin  (  '/Vo  H  : 

M.>st  oft  he  renders  of  Thk  tYriz  kn  an 
aware  that  tlure  exists  oniony  tlu*  ^reai 
charities  of  our  nei^lt Unit i«  city  of  New 
York,  one  known  as  the  “New  York  Fruil 
/and  Flower  Mission,”  located  at  No.  I*«3f 
Fourth  Avenue. 

For  eight  or  ten  chits  past  the  tcachn> 
and  pupils  c<  mm-eted  with  the  l*\thli* 
Schools  of  this  town  have  taken  a  hearty 
interest  in  tins  work,  iunl  while  theselmoL 
have  .been  in  session  there  has  l>eeu  m 
laek  of  flowers,  as  the  pupils  have  l, rough 
their  contributions  regularly  every  wee 
from  May  till  Oetolier. 

>»nw  that  the  schools  are  closed,  and  th 
]>uj>ils  art*  scattered,  we  find  it  difficult  ti 
obtain  a  sufficient  supply  of  blossoms  t« 
till  even  one  basket  twice  every  week 
This  fact  lewis  us  to  apical  to  the  friendi 
of  the  poor  and  sick  in  tenement  houses 
and  hospitals  through  the  columns-  of  our 
pai>er. 

This  1  leant  if  ill  charity  is  earned,  on  witlj 
but  a  trifling'  exjmise.  The-  ladies,  whi 
Work  at  the  Mission  Rooms  every  week), 
ate  only  too  hap}»y  to  oive  their  time, 
then,  too,  the  various  Express  O  unpaniei 
lend  their  aid  l>y  carrying  the  baskets  and 
Rises  twice  every  week  without  ehai'ge. 

Surely*  those  of  us  who  are  so  favored 
as  to  have  homes  in  the  country,  should 
esteem  it  a  rare  privilege  to  assist  our  city 
friends  in  this  noble  work;  for  if  they  cam 
not  get  help  from  their  country  neigldior* 
they  cannot  carry  on  the  work  of  distii. 
hution  which  is  their  ]>art. 

All  kinds  of  flowers  are  acceptable^ 
but  csjiccially  those  having  a  sweet  smell, 
Many  thousand  lx  >u<  juris  ore  distrik 
uted  even*  summer  among  the  inmates 
of  the  large  hospitals,  the-  sick  and  j*xir 
in  tenement  houses,  through  the  iust.ru- 
nientahty  of  city  missionaries,  hospital 
nurses,  and  Bihle  l'eaders. 

One  of  the  ladies  jponnected  with  tips 
Mission  made  it  her  business  during  one 
summer  to  carry  a  basket  of  flowers  and 
visit  one  of  the.  most  wretched  ilistricts  of 
New  York  City;  she  sought  out  the  sick 
poor  especially*,  but  if  ]x>ssibk*  would  give 
to  all  at  least  one  spray  of  flowers. 

Crowds  of  wretched  women  and  chil¬ 
dren  would  surround  her  every  time  she 
went,  and  it  was  really  pitiful  to  hear 
then* beg  for  “just  mo  flower.” 

One  poor  creatine  said,  with  tears  in 
her  eyes,  “Why,  I  never  had  a  Ranpiet 
in  nil  iuv  life  Wore/’ 

Not  only  flowers  ai  e  in  great  demand, 
but  all  kinds  of  fruits  arc  particularly  tie. 
sired.  f 

Many  of  us  have  lierrios  of  various 
kiiu  Is  in  our  gardens.  Can  we  not  spare 
a  few  to  send  these  j*>or  creatures  who 
Scarcely  ever’ taste  such  luxuries  f 

Sometimes  our  pupils  bring  to  their 
teachers  little  lx»xes  tilled  with  cherries, 
currants,  strawlx-rries  or  other  small 
fruit,  neatly  tied  up  and  ready  for  distri¬ 
bution.  How  much  pleasure  is  given  by 
such  little  tilings;  Jellies  t< m >  are  called 
for  mo*t  earnestly  and  are  very  valuable. 

A  nurse  in  one  of  the  Clnldrens  Hos 
pitals  said  that  it  was- such  a  lielp  to  her 
to  have  a  sjux-uful  of  jelly  to  give  to  the 
little  sick  patients  after  having  administer¬ 
ed  their  medicines;  it  seemed  to  act  like 
magic  ujmu  each  little  sufferer.
